MANY people who had fled 
before the German ‘‘Blitz’’ 
two and three times arrived in 
Dublin for safety last night 
from Belfast. 

On the last train there were approxi- 
uiately 80 refugees, 51 of whom were 
succoured by the Red Cross; while on 
the previous train there were about 20. 

Mothers and children they were 
mainly, and some of them had harrow- 
ing tales to relate of their weary re- 
treat from one town to another to find 
a home. Most of them, indeed, had 
suffered in one way or another durin 
the last air raid on Belfast. They tol 
how they had patched and repaired 
their damaged homes and made them 
habitable, only to have their work 
shattered again this week-end. A 
number among these women were not 
Belfast people, but the wives of British 
factory workers who had sent «them to 
the North of Ireland after their homes 
in England had saffered destruction. 
Sadly separated from their husbands, 
they came to Belfast only to experience 
the same ill-fortune. 


KILLED IN SHELTER 

One mother of five children told an 
Irish Times reporter that her house 
had been ‘partrally damaged in the 
previous raid on Belfast. After some 
days’ repair work it was habitable 
again. She lived in it, and then had 
to leave yesterday during the early 
we of the raid, when blast from a 

omb wrenched the roof. away and 
cracked the walls. “Sie “took her 
children and with her husband went to 
a shelter in the street. Shortly after- 
wards a bomb hit one section of the 
shelter and slabs of concrete fell .in, 
killing several people before their eyes. 

Mrs. Margaret Healy, of Antrim 
road, with her five children, said that 
fire bombs fell on her house during the 
previous raid on Belfast. and she came 
to Dublin. She returned only two 
nights ago to face the second blitz. 
This time she is intending to reside in 
Kerry for the duration. 

Another woman told how she had 
been forced to leave Sheffield because 
she was becoming a nervous wreck and 
her four young children’s health was 
becoming impaired. In Sunday night’s 
raid on Belfast part of their house was 
damaged, and they spent the night 
under the stairs of a neighbour's 
home. 

A number of the refugees have 
friends or relatives in Dublin with 
whom they intend staying, while the 
remainder are being sheltered by the 
Red Cross at Mespil road. 

Red Cross workers and ambulances 
awaited each train that arrived from 
the North during the day.

For four hours German ‘planes dropped incendiary 
and high explosive bombs on commercial and industrial 
buildings, causing huge fires, which reddened: the sky for 
many miles. 


Hardly a street in the commercial area escaped 
damage, and the raid was officially declared to have been 
even heavier than that of three we ago. Although less 
concentrated, the damage certainly is much greater, some 
of the finest buildings and well-known landmarks having 
been either totally destroyed or badly damaged. 


_ Having regard to the severity of the attack, casual- 
ties are believed to have been light, although no estimate 
is yet possible, owing to the numbers still unaccounted for. 


Once again Eire sent fire-fighting units, Red Cross and St. 
John Ambulance sections to assist in the rescue of civilians, 
and they were gladly welcomed in the Northern centre. 


During the raid, of which the residents of Belfast had 
adequate warning, the ground defences maintained a fierce 
barrage, and yesterday afternoon R.A.F. units towed the 
wreckage of what was stated to be a Heinkel through the city. 


Factories, mills, cinemas, large stores, shops and private. 
houses were either destroyed by high explosive bombs or 
gutted by incendiaries. 


At the height of the attack members of the city clergy went 
out into the streets and comforted and ministered to people in 
the shelters. 


Shortly after the raid ended—it began at about 12.30 
(British double-summer time) and thedest of-the raiders passed 
over shortly after four o’clock—one of ‘the busiest men in the 
fire-fighting ranks was the Premier of Northern Ireland (Mr. ].

IMPASSABLE STREETS 


Some streets were quite impaséable 
with heaps of masonry, and through- 
out the day delayed-action bombs were 
exploding in cordoned areas, the re- 
verberations resounding through the 
city. Though the brunt of the raid 
was borne by the centre of the city, 
suburban residential areas suffered, ‘tn 
some cases very severely. It was nothing 
unusual to find a dozen houses cut 
clean away in a small street, the road. 
way thickly covered with debris, 
salvaged furniture piled along the 
pathway, and women and children 
waiting to be removed from the ruins 
with their salvaged belongings. 

The facade of a Presbyterian church, 
outside which there was a notice: 
“Put your trust in God, as I do,’ 
concealed a completely destroyed 
interior. In another street it 
was a Methodist Church, and 
although the area around a well-known 
Church of Ireland Cathedral was a 
regular inferno, the cathedral itself 
was undamag A Catholic Young 
Men’s Club, close to a Catholic Church, 
was completely demolished. 

Few shops, apart from those of the 
more mess businessmen were 
opened during the day, and cooked 
food was difhcult to procure. 


GRIM CALMNESS OF 
THE PEOPLE 


The reaction of the citizens to the 
latest onslaught is a quiet, grim 
‘* we've ‘seen ‘the worst” one. The 
wild-eyed people of three weeks ago no 
longer are noticeable; there are no 
tears and no evidence of the terrible 
fear that a night raid on such a scale 
is calculated to create. _Whole streets 
of buildings are irreparably damaged, 
but Belfast seems to adapt itself 
rapidly to the new conditions, and 
there are complete obedience, perfect 
calm, and an utter absence of hysteria.

APPLES AND GREEN 
' FOODS

NEW AMERICAN WAY 

A new method of storing apples, 
vegetables and eggs in their raw state 
for many months on end has just been 
introduced to the Irish public, and 
should go a long way towards con- 
serving essential supplies in many 
households this year. 

Briefly, the system consists in send- 
ing green and other fresh foods ' to 
sleep’’ for long periods, during which 
they retain all the original values of 
purity and freshness. It has Deg been 
demonstrated in Dublin by - Uo ©. 
Kline, an American business ei Á who 
is a member of the firm of Frigidaire, 
Ltd.. and who, at the reguest oí Mr. 
Oswald Jamison, is at resent showing 
Irish apple-growers this latest dis- 
covery in the field of food preserva- 
tion. 

It is claimed for the system. that it 
enables producers to keep their stores 
of apples, etc., completely free from 
damage or decay, and that thus they 
are not dependant upon a short season 
in which to sell their crops, but can 
release quantities to meet market 
demands all the year round. 

The cost of installing a storage 
chamber to store 40 or 50 tons of apples 
is abovt £450, and the running costs 
are a few shillings a week.

The Trade Unions Bill 


The new Trade Unions Bill, the terms 
of which were issued last week, is a 
measure that may have far-reaching 
consequences in Eire. On the whole, it is 
an instrument that ought to be welcomed 
by all well-disposed citizens. For many 
years now the twenty-six counties of Eire 
have suffered grievously from trades 
disputes. The country rarely has been 
free from strikes and stoppages of various 
kinds. Sometimes the employers have 
been to blame, sometimes the workers; 
sometimes disputes have been precipitated 
merely by circumstances over which nobody 
has seemed to have had any control. The 
fact is that, whoever may, or may not, 
have been to blame, the smooth working 
of Irish industry has been impaired to an 
altogether unreasonable extent; and the 
bill, which is being sponsored by the 
Government, represents an attempt to 
place the general relations between 
employers and employed upon a more 
intelligent and less cumbersome basis. 
Part of the trouble in the past has been 
due to a multiplicity of unions, On many 
occasions disputes have arisen, and 
caused serious damage, mainly because 
one organisation has been at loggerheads 
with another. Employers in a single 
industry may have been forced to deal 
with two, or even three, trade unions, the 
leaders and officials of which have been at 
daggers drawn among themselves ; and the 
result has been that strikes and stoppages 
have been prolonged in a totally unneces- 
sary manner. Manifestly this system— 
or lack of system—has been crying out for 
reform, and the new bill is calculated to 
repair at least some of its faults. In 
future, if the bill becomes law, no bodies 
in Eire will be permitted to negotiate 
wages or conditions of employment agree- 
ments unless they shal] have been regis- 
tered and have paid deposits with the 
High Courts ranging from £2,000 to 
£10,000 in proportion to the membership 
of the unions concerned. Employers, as 
well as workers, will come under this 
rule; snd a tribunal will be established 
to determine which bodies shall be recog- 
nised as representative of masters and of 
men. 

The principal effect of the new bill 
will be to reduce the number of trade 
unions in Eire. Some of the smaller 
bodies will tend to disappear in conse- 
quence of the provision which demands a 
minimum deposit of £2,000; and it is 
quite possible that there may be 
individual cases of hardship. We have no 
doubt, however, that, while the Govern- 
ment will insist upon the broad principle 
of the measure, certain amendments will 
be possible. The whole problem of 
certain chartered bodies, such, for 
instance, as the Institute of Journalists, 
must be taken into account; and it is 
reasonably sure that the Labour Party 
will find points on which compromise may 
be possible. In so far, however, as the 
proposed bill tends to do away with trade 
union rivalry, and to abolish pettifogging 
organisations which have little more than 
a nuisance value, it ought to be 
welcomed by everybody, and not least by 
the bulk of the workers themselves. It is 
high time that the relations between 
capital and labour in this country should 
be placed on a reasonable footing. No 
man in his senses wishes in any way to 
restrict the workers’ right of collective 
bargaining. On the contrary, most intel- 
ligent citizens realise that in the years 
to come the workers must have a more, 
rather than a less, important place in the 
scheme of things; but nobody who has 
followed the course of events in Ireland 
during recent years will deny that the 
lack of cohesion among the trade unions 
has been one of labour’s most serious 
handicaps. The new bill is intended to 
get rid of overlapping, and to make for 
fewer, but bigger, unions. With suitable 
amendments it will prove to be an admir- 
able piece of social legislation, and its 
effects on the relations between employers 
and their workers ought to be wholly 
good.

Few inventions have been developed so 
rapidly or to greater perfection in recent 
years than the ordinary camera. By the 
‘‘ordinary camera ” we do not mean those 
ponderous, complicated instruments that 
are used in the studios at Hollywood and 
such places, but the comparatively simple 
piece of apparatus that thousands of 
holiday-makers carry round with them at 
the seaside or take with’ them when they 
go to the zoo. Almost any adult can 
remember the time when the enthusiastic 
photographer had to carry round on his 
back a great unwieldy bag of plates that 
must have felt like a ton weight after the 
first hour or so, and the camera—itself 
no light weight—was about as accom- 
modating in shape as a turnip. Then 
came rol! films, and plates were thankfully 
laid aside by everybody who was not 
obliged to use them. The roll film led 
to smaller cameras—cameras that could he 
slipped with ease into a fairly capacious 
breast-pocket—and in time came that 
marvellous improvement, the modern 
miniature camera. Films also shrunk in. 
size.. On the same length of celluloid 
which a few years ago could accommodate 
only eight pictures, as many as sixteen 
and thirty-two can be taken to-day—there 
is even a special film which takes 250 
photographs—and the development of 
miniature photography has opened up the 
way for scores of other inventions allied 
or akin to it. An invention, however 
perfect, is rarely the end of an idea. 
Usually it proves to be the missing 
link in somebody else’s chain of thought, 
and so it has been with the camera that 
can take diminutive pictures. A little 
photograph, wide-awake men began to 
realise, is easier to store than a large 
document, and so it came about, for 
instance, that most of the newspaper 
offices in New York, Chicago and, Boston 
no longer keep vaultfuls of heavy,

still more recent development is the 
“Airgraph,” and it may mean as great a 
revolution in mail services as the intro- 
duction of the penny post. This ingenious 
apparatus has been designed specially to 
cheapen and expedite the homeward postal 
service from the British troops in the 
Middle East. The authorities found that 
it was quite impossible to carry all the 
letters in the available mail-planes, but 
somebody now has had the bright idea of 
photographing the letters on a miniature 
film, transporting only the films, and 
enlarging them to their original size on 
arrival in England. The first experimental 
service is to be begun in the near future. 
It is all very interesting and certainly 
makes for great economy of space; but, 
despite all its advantages, there eeems to 
be small likelihood that it will survive the 
present emergency for such things. Even 
the type-written letter is regarded still as 
so impersonal a document that it is con- 
sidered bad form in personal cor- 
respondence, and if human nature still 
refuses to warm even to a despatch from 
a typewriter, it is still less likely to 
welcome a cold photograph of a letter. 


For a Rainy Day 


A remarkable amount of business has 
been done by some Dublin shops in 
recent months, if popular report be true. 
It seems that those with money are 
anxious to exchange it for goods; not, 
however, for the quantities essential for 
their day-to-day requirements, but for 
abnormal stocks of virtually any com- 
modities that may be of use in the future. 
We have not sufficient information to 
particularise about the nature of these 
purchases, but possibly, in the case of 
men, they consist of such things as suits 
of clothes, hats, shirts, and shoes to last 
for three or four years; at the end of 
that time, presumably, either the war will 
be over or everybody will be so shabby 
that new clothes will be rather unfashion- 
able. Women, no doubt, are more par- 
ticular about their purchases; a costume 
or dress that would be suitable in 1945 or 
1946 is unpredictable in 1941. The 
accumulation of stocks of clothing, or 
anything else, is not due to any “ hoard- 
ing” spirit. Rather is it the outcome of 
a fear that, while money declines in 
value, the value of goods—not only their 
money value, but also their intrinsic 
value—will increase alarmingly. Conse- 
quently, there is a half-hearted effort to 
get rid of a certain amount of spare cash 
before its purchasing power shrinks any 
further, and a fairly vigorous buying in a 
rising market of as much material as may 
be usefully employed in the immediate 
future. The preference for goods that 
may be seen and handled, instead of for 
a bank balance that seems to be nothing 
more substantial than an entry in a book, 
is a natural thing in times of commercial 
insecurity. While in the _ twenty-six 
counties we are far removed from the 
stage of panic, we cannot help sharing 
in the general commercial apprehension of 
almost the entire world. It may be un- 
fortunate that a neutral State should be 
forced by an external war into the 
medieval extremity of seeking a sub- 
stitute for money as a safeguard against 
future buffetings, but, at least, in a 
neutral] State there is less probability that 
the accumulated stocks—frying-pans, bars 
of soap, bottles of ink, or whatever they 
be—will disappear in the trail of a stick 
of bombs. | 
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Music in Dublin 


Although we may go short of tea and 
petrol in the city, we shall not, it seems, 
go short of song. The people of Dublin, 
who in time of peace patronise all the 
touring operatic and musical companies 
which come to our shores, in the absence 
of these companies, have formed their own 
musical. societies. Up to a short time ago 
Dublin. was without a grand opera 
company, and amateur performances of 
light opera were few and far between. In 
Ireland, unfortunately, whenever anybody 
forms one society, either somebody else 
forms another society of precisely the same 
type, or else the original society has 
divided itself into several opposing camps 
before it has had time to accomplish any- 
thing. This failing, it appears, is as 
common among singers as it is among 
politicians, and the result is that Dublin, 
at the present moment, is suffering from 
a glut of opera and musical comedy. The 
musical season in the city began when the 
Dublin Operatic Society gave a season of 
grand opera at the Capitol Theatre. The 
choice of theatre in itself showed a sur- 
prising change in the order of things, and 
a certain proof that the people of Dublin 
are beginning to forsake the cinemas for 
the theatre once more. Next, the Rath- 
mines and Rathgar Musical Society pre- 
sented a week’s season of Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas at the Gaiety Theatre. 
In both cases the theatres were well filled 
every night. This week Old Belvedere 
Musical and Dramatic Society is per- 
forming Franz Lehar’s ‘‘ Count of Luxem- 
bourg,’’ a musical comedy of a type which 
has not been seen in Dublin for some time, 
while next week, hot upon its heels as it 
were, comes '“ The Belle of New York,” 
another musical comedy of more or less 
the same type. After that, to round off 
the whole proceedings, the Dublin Grand 
Opera Society is presenting a season of 
grand opera, including at least two of the 
operas performed recently by the Dublin 
Operatic Society, and “‘ starring” several 
of the same performers. While it is, 
indeed, creditable that Dublin should have 


separate musical societies, it is, at the 
same time, a great pity that at least some 
of the societies should not be amalgamated 
so as to obtain the best possible combina- 
tion of musicians and singers. Under the

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Eurynome 


Reading your paragraphs on those 
famous yachts (writes a correspondent), 
a vision of Eurynome and her owner as 
I saw the two of them years ago rises up 
before me. 

It was a Whit Monday, and I was 
returning by mail steamer from Holyhead. 
The weather was wet, the wind fresh, and 
the sea lively rather than rough. It being 
unpleasant on deck, 1 was dozing in the 
smoke-room when I heard a voice say: 
“ Oh, look at the little yacht.”’ 

We were a couple of miles outside the 
Kish Lightship at the time. Out I looked, 
and there I saw Eurynome thrashing her 
way towards Dublin Bay. She was quite 
near and on our quarter, under plain sail, 
and I don’t think she had a reef down. 
The only person visible on deck was her 
owner, clad in oilskins, sitting on the 
weather side of the cockpit with the tiller 
grasped hard against his chest, holding 
her to her course, and, no doubt, a happy, 
if tired, man with the Kish looming up 
ahead of him.

She was a wet ship, wet with rain and 
spray, but she rode the seas like a duck. 
Her crew did not show themselves, but a 
hand showed over the hatch combing and 
waved to us. From the height of our deck 
she looked curiously small. Because of the 
picture it made in my mind of a hard- 
sailing yachtsman and a grand little yacht 
i impression has lasted to the present 
ay. 

Actually she was competing in the return 
R.A.Y.C. Channel match from Holyhead— 
and she won, by the way. 

Curiously enough, the most vivid im- 
pression I have of Judge Boyd and the 
Thalia (the correspondent continues) was 
over the start of another R.A.Y.C. 
Channel match, this time to Holyhead. 
Ther was a nice breeze that morning, and 
there was a reach out of harbour. Thalia 
was under ful! sail, and Judge Boyd, I 
noticed, was one of the after guard; pro- 
bably Mr. Fred. Thompson was sailing the 
yacht. | 
As she passed the pier ends the Judge 
evidently noticed that the jib sheets 
needed some tending, for he got into the 
lee rail. Just then she heeled over 
further, and the lee rail was awash and 
the Judge must have got wet feet. He 
carried on with what he was doing, how- 
ever, his precarious position—the rail was 
barely two inches in height—apparently 
not troubling him. 


The Boyd Family 


What he was doing, indeed, was young 
man’s work, and it seemed strange to see 
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a man like him, past middle age, under- 
taking it. That is why the picture has 
remained in my mind. 

Thalia, a forty-ton cutter, was accepted 
as being one of the handsomest yachts of 
her time. During her racing career she 
was the ‘‘crack’’ of her class. Every bit 
of her bespoke her designer-builder, 
William Fife, of Fairlie, an artist-crafts- 
man if ever there was one. 

Judgs Boyi delighted in Thalia. He 
kept her at Howth mostly anchored in the 
Sound, but would bring her over to Kings- 
town—as Dun Laoghaire was then—on 
occasions, and it was. wonderful how 
manageable she was under short sail, a 
staysail for example. Sailing at Howth 
owes a lot to the initiative of the Boyd 
family. The present Sir Walter Boyd, 
K.C., keeps up the tradition, and is 
Commodore of Howth Saffirig CTab,. and 
designer of the Howth and Dubin Bay 
17-Footers. 


Buving a ’Plane 


Several times since this war started I 
have heard people inquire about the price 
of the aeroplanes of which we read every 
day. It has become fairly well-known 
that a Spitfire fighter costs around £6,000, 
but the other items in the price list 
were something of a mystery. 

_A recent lecture to the Belfast Associa- 

tion of Engineers on “ Aircraft Construc- 
tion,” given by Mr. Harold G. Parker, 
has solved the problem, because he gave 
the prices of several of the more important 
aircraft. A Hawker Hurricane fighter. he 
says, costs £4,500, while a Bristol Blen- 
heim (a medium-range bomber) is approxi- 
mately £17,000. After that he got into 
the really big stuff, and told his fellow- 
engineers that a Vickers Wellington (long- 
range bomber) would cost about £25,000, 
and a big Short Sunderland flying-boat 
is valued at exactly double that sum. 

And, just by way of comparison, Mr. 
Parker mentioned that one of the early 
Wright biplanes cost about £400 to build.

IRAQ 


The fact that Iraq has now become 
the scene of hostilities does not mean 
the opening-up of a new theatre of 
war—it is, rather, an extension of one 
actually existing. The actual British 
aims were two in number: the first was 
to ensure that communications by land 
from the Persian Gulf to Turkey were 
not severed; the second was concerned 
with the Iraqui oilfields and requires 


A German report says: “ The pipe- 
line from Krikuk to "Haifa, though 
which oil for the British Mediterranean 
Fleet is transported, has been cut by 
Iraqui troops.” But this is only an 
isolated aspect of the matter. The pipe. 
line in question is only one of a number 
of ways in which the British Mediter- 
ranean Fleet can be supplied with oil: 
it is the most convenient source, but 
by no means indispensable. From the 
British point of view it is much mere 
important to deny Iraqui oil to the 
Germans than to secure it for their own 
use. A very little reflection will estab- 
lish this. 

Suppose, for instance, that the 
Germans reach the stage of launching 
a major attack on the Suez Canal from 
Syria. Obviously, for any such enter- 
prise they will need enormous quanti- 
ties of oil-fuel for their mechanised 
forces and their aircraft. To bring 
the requisite amount to the scene, they 
must either defeat the British Fleet 
or over-run Turkey and transport the 
oil overland. It would, evidently, be 
far preferable to find the Iraqi oil on 
the spot—conveyed to Tripoli in the 
northern pipe-line, via Palmyra. More- 
over—until Admiral Cunningham's 
fleet has been finally liquidated—this 
is the only way in which oil from 
Iraq can be of any service to the 
Germans. To use it anywhere else 
they must carry it by sea—from either 
Haifa or Tripoli, an impossible task at 
the moment. 


INDIAN ARMY 


British forces in Iraq are placed 
suitably to a flank, for the purpose of 
covering the Suez Canal indirectly. 
Indeed, it is quite possible that this 
flank threat would have to be disposed 
of in the first instance, before any 
serious attack could materialise. There 
is no difficulty about bringing troops 
and material from India—a ioe days 
being sufficient for the voyage from 
Bombay to Basra, At the present 
time the Indian Army numbers over 
half a million, a very considerable pro- 
ortion of whom would be available 
or this theatre. 


Traq is a sort of sprawling territory 
very difficult to describe, which lies 


of the Euphrates and Tigris: it is 
desert in the western part and 
mountainous along the Persian frontier 
in the East. The total area is about 
150,000 square miles and the popula- 
tion about three millions. The oil- 
bearing region is in the north-east—in 
in the Mosul-Kirkuk area. <A good, 
rough idea of distances can be got by 
referring to three important pointse— 
Basra, Bagdad and Mosul—all three 
spaced along the Tigris. From Basra 
to Mosul is about 500 miles, with 
Bagdad (the capital) roughly midway 
bet ween. 

Another useful measurement is from 
Bagdad, dead west to Damascus, in 
Syria—as near as no matter to another 
miles. Internal communications are 
by no means bad—whether by road, 
rail or river: in this respect conditions 
are very different from those of the 
former war. The main source of 
foreign revenue is from the sale of the 
oil; so that whoever has the best 
means of taking delivery starts with a 
certain advantage. The army is small 
and not regarded as very formidable— 
whether in training or equipment. At 
the same time the region gave, in 
former times, some excellent officers to 
the old Ottoman Army. Such, notably 
was Jaafar Pasha el Askeri, in and 
after the last war.
